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Shortage 
of CPs is 
becoming 
a 'crisis' 

HEALTH bosses in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire have warned of 
a “looming crisis” over fears 
of a dwindling number of 
rural GPs. 

Dr Martin Green, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Medical Society 
chairman, said it is becom¬ 
ing hard to attract people to 
become family doctors. 

Dr Green, who retired 
from general practice in 
Llanidloes earlier this year, 
said there are GP vacancies 
across Mid Wales and the 
Shropshire border which are 
proving difficult to fill. 

He is now urging young 
doctors to give the region 
a chance when considering 
career moves. 

He said: “The great suc¬ 
cess recruiting rural GPs in 
the 1980s has now created a 
problem, as many of them 
are coming up to retirement 
in the next five years. 

“There are already vacan¬ 
cies in GP practices across 
Mid Wales and the borders, 
which are proving very diffi¬ 
cult to fill. 

“We must nurture our 
young doctors and encour¬ 
age them to enter rural 
practice.” 

Dr Green was speaking 
ahead of the Rural Primary 
Care Conference which will 
be held next week at Gregy- 
nog Hall, near Newtown. 

Ten trainee doctors will 
be attending this year’s con¬ 
ference, including three who 
will be spending the whole 
week experiencing rural 
practice in Mid Wales. 

Roads closed

Amy was joined on her run by a large group of 
local runners as well as hundreds of schoolchildren 
as she completed her 50th marathon in as many 
days. 

The 26-year-old from West Felton started run¬ 
ning on August 6 and has completed a marathon 
every day since in a bid to set a world record of 
running 53 marathons in 53 days. 

Thousands of pounds have been raised for local 
charity the Isabelle Lottie Foundation. 

The fitness fanatic said she was delighted to be 
back home in Oswestry yesterday. (Wednesday) 

Amy said: “I’m really excited. It’s great that the 
kids are getting involved. 

“I’m feeling really good, but quite sad that we’re 
getting towards the end. It’s been really good. 

“It’s not always easy - it comes in waves. 

“Last week I did my quickest time, but the hard¬ 
est parts were probably the days I’ve been ill.” 

Along the route yesterday Amy passed Bellan 
House and Meadows Primary School in Oswestry, 
Whittington Primary School and her old primary 
school in West Felton. 

She also stopped to run laps with pupils from 
Oswestry School, Oswestry Catholic School and 
Marches School. 

Karen Lentink, head of Bellan House, said: “We 
all think it’s a wonderful achievement. We wanted 
to cheer her on. 

“The whole school came out to watch her go past 
and all the staff. Everyone was really keen to sup¬ 
port her.” 

Today Amy is just over the border in Llangollen, 
but will be heading back into Shropshire for lunch 
at the Lion Quays. 

She will be in Stoke tomorrow and is set to finish 
off her mega marathon effort, setting a world re¬ 
cord, by running in Manchester on Saturday. 


EX-VET ANIMALS 
BAN WELCOMED 


RSPCA inspectors have wel¬ 
comed a court ruling banning 
a retired vet from keeping or 
being involved with animals 
for 10 years. 

The charity said the lengthy ban 
dished out to 72-year-old Charles 
John Spicer, who treated his own dog 
with “bizarre” medication, illustrated 
the severe neglect he had caused. 

Spicer, of Old Whittington Road, Gobowen, 
had denied four charges under the Animal Wel¬ 
fare Act but was found guilty of two charges 
of causing unnecessary suffering to two collie 
dogs, Puppy and Little Boy, and one of not pro¬ 
viding veterinary attention to Puppy. 

A fourth charge was withdrawn. Spicer ad¬ 
mitted not providing the proper hygienic envi¬ 
ronment for the dogs.

During the trial at Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court two police officers told of the squalor they 
found when entering the house after concerns 
about the dogs were raised with the RSPCA. 

Puppy was discovered under bags of rubbish, 
with so little hair it was unrecognisable as a 
dog. 

It had three slipped discs, a ruptured cruciate 
ligament and a skin condition and had to be put 
down soon after being taken from the house. 
The other dog was suffering from mange. 

Spicer told the court that that he used 
human antibiotics on Puppy, as well as Vitamin 
A, zinc and aspirin. 

He also gave him a marine supplement be¬ 
cause as a Great Dane cross breed its ancestors 
would have had eaten a lot of fish. 

Spicer admitted scavenging in bins for items 
like medicines and also clearing out friends’ 
medicine cupboards. 


But he said that he had been told in veteri¬ 
nary college that animals could be treated with 
human antibiotics. 

Mr Paul Taylor, for the RSPCA, said that 
for the last 20 years it had been illegal to pre¬ 
scribe human medicines for animals and said 
that Spicer was completely out of date with his 
knowledge. 

Magistrates said Spicer had no understand¬ 
ing of modern treatments and that in experi¬ 
menting with treatment and pain relief the dog 
Puppy must have suffered. 

After the case, Inspector Vicki Taylor, of the 
RSPCA, said: “It is very sad in this case that 
an animal suffered in a way which could have 
been prevented. 

“If Mr Spicer were to have gone to a vet 
much of the suffering caused to his dogs would 
have been avoided. The disqualification that 
Mr Spicer received in court illustrates the se¬ 
vere neglect in this case.”

Residents

AMBULANCE response times in Mid Wales 
have hit their lowest rate this year - leading 
to claims that urgent answers are needed 
from the Welsh Assembly. 

The Wales Ambulance Service attended 53.3 per 
cent of emergency calls in its eight minute target 
time in Powys during August, down from a high of 


Proposals 
for homes 
in village 
thrown out 

PLANNING councillors 
have rejected plans for doz¬ 
ens of new homes in West 
Felton. 

Shropshire Council’s 
north planning committee 
refused approval on Tues¬ 
day for outline applications 
for 12 homes between Twy- 
ford Lane and Holyhead 
Road and 25 homes at The 
Cross were refused. 

Speaking at the planning 
meeting, Ian Hutchinson, 
clerk at West Felton, said 
six weeks ago 35 homes 
were approved to be built 
in the village and these new 
sites would lead to over de¬ 
velopment if granted per¬ 
mission. 

He said: “Is it really nec¬ 
essary to force yet more 
houses on West Felton? 

“The people and parish 
council are quite sure that 
it is not.” 

Whittington councillor 
Steve Charmley said he did 
not see the sites as a com¬ 
munity gain and agreed it 
would be over development 
of West Felton and a loss of 
key agricultural land if the 
plans went ahead.

It is also the lowest Au¬ 
gust figure recorded in the 
county in the last three 
years, leading to Russell 
George, Montgomeryshire 
AM, raising fears over life 
and death situations. 

Figures show that the ser¬ 
vice received 561 category A 
calls in the county during 
August, but only reached 
293 in eight minutes. 

Mr George said: “In Au¬ 
gust 2014, across Powys just 
53.3 per cent of ambulances 
arrived within the eight 
minute target time, this is 
the poorest response time 
we have seen in some time. 

“Despite Wales having the 
lowest target in the UK for 
ambulance performance in 
response to emergency calls, 
the Welsh Governments tar¬ 
get has only been met once 
in the past two years. 

“For a patient who has 
had a stroke or heart at¬ 
tack, an ambulance re¬ 
sponse within eight minutes 
can make the difference be¬ 
tween life and death. 

“I think the budget cuts 
we are seeing in the health 
services in Wales is putting 
enormous and unfair pres¬ 
sure on the dedicated staff 
working in the ambulance 
services in mid Wales espe¬ 
cially.” 

The Welsh Ambulance 
Service said it was introduc¬ 
ing a series of changes to 
improve performance. 

Those measures include 
recruiting dozens of new 
paramedics.

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Further 
remains 
discovered 
at caves 

MORE human remains 
have been discovered in 
caves at Llanymynech. 

The remains were found 
in an area known as Llany¬ 
mynech Caves and the latest 
find follows the discovery of 
human bones in the area 
last month. 

Police believe the finds 
could be of archaeological 
interest. 

Sharon Reynolds, spokes¬ 
woman for Dyfed-Powys 
Police, said: “Police are in¬ 
vestigating the discovery 
of further remains, that 
appear to be human, in the 
area known as Llanymynech 
caves, Llanymynech. 

“A site visit took place 
between officers and rep¬ 
resentatives of the Cl- 
wyd-Powys Archaeological 
Trust and CADW. 

“The area where these 
remains were recovered is a 
known ancient archaeologi¬ 
cal site.” 

The remains are the sec¬ 
ond to be found in the caves 
in eight weeks. 

At the start of August 
metal detecting enthusiasts 
found skeletal remains in 
the caves. 

Forensics experts are car¬ 
rying out tests on that set 
of remains to determine the 
significance of the find. 

It could take several 
months for the results of 
those tests to be ready. 

The site was once a 
Roman copper mine.

Files give 
glimpse of 
poet's life 

A SNAPSHOT of war poet Wilfred Owen’s 
school life has been revealed in newly pub¬ 
lished records. 

An insight into the school days of a num¬ 
ber of First World War soldiers, poets and 
artists, many of whom did not return home, 
forms part of the 1.7 million historical files 
including handwritten registers, log-books 
and diaries detailing absences, illnesses, 
visitors and holiday and attendance records 
which have been brought to light. 

The new collection, the National School 
Admission Registers 1870-1914, is online at 
the Findmypast family history website. 

Owen was born in Oswestry in 1893 but 
the family moved to Birkenhead in 1897 
following the death of his grandfather and 
the sale of their house. 

Young Owen went to school at the Birk¬ 
enhead Institute and then, when the fam¬ 
ily moved back to Shropshire in 1907, at 
Shrewsbury Technical School, later known 
as the Wakeman School. 

The newly published records have re¬ 
vealed that unlike many boys at his Birk¬ 
enhead school, Owen did not pay an extra 
fee to do gym but his father, who worked 
as a station master, paid extra for his son 
to take Latin. 

That may have been the turning point in 
his development that made it possible for 
him to pen his celebrated condemnation 
of the senseless slaughter on the fields of 
northern France, Dulce Et Decorum Est.

A consultation event in Welshpool 
showed broad support for the plans, al¬ 
though some residents were concerned 
that its location on the edge of town near 
to Tesco would lead to shoppers abandon¬ 
ing the town centre. 

The new store is the latest in a series 
of supermarkets to be announced for 
Oswestry. 

In July Aldi announced its plans to build 
a second store in the town, creating up to 
40 new jobs. The multi-million pound pro¬ 
posals were drawn up for a site on Shrews¬ 
bury Road after officials at Aldi claimed 
their existing store in Beatrice Street was 
operating at full capacity.

A WOMAN who suffers from a personality 
disorder is leading calls for waiting times 
for mental health care to be reduced. 

Georgia Lawson, 22, suffers with bor¬ 
derline personality disorder and has been 
working with the charity Mind to launch 
its latest campaign after being told she will 
have to wait two years for psychiatric treat¬ 
ment and three months for counselling. 

Since being diagnosed with the condition 
Miss Lawson, of Welshpool, has spent time 
in a psychiatric unit for five days as an in¬ 
patient and, after she was discharged, she 
attempted to take her own life. 

She said she feels this could have been 


avoided if she had been able to access 
proper treatment sooner, and is supporting 
the We Need to Talk campaign which was 
launched this week. 

She said: “I feel like when I was in crisis 
everyone was there for me but now I have 
nothing and I am just on a list. I’m not in 
crisis but I still have issues. It’s like I’ve 
been patched up and sent away until the 
next time I need crisis services.”

Paterson issues election 
warning to Prime Minister 


Energy fears 
dismissed by 
firm's bosses

OSWESTRY’S MP Owen Paterson has warned Prime Minister David 
Cameron he could lose the next election unless he adopts “genuine¬ 
ly Conservative policies”. 

Mr Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, who lost his role as environment sec¬ 
retary in the recent cabinet reshuffle, warned Mr Cameron needed to quickly 
adopt “robust, genuinely Conservative policies” or risk the “criminal failure” of 
handing power to Labour and Ed Miliband. Mr Paterson, also vowed he “would 

not go away” and pledged to carry on 
expressing his opinions. 

He said Mr Cameron had less than two 
months to turn around Tory fortunes and 
was in a race against time to convince vot¬ 
ers about the party’s economic arguments. 

Mr Paterson said: “There is a rule - who¬ 
ever is ahead with six months to go will 
normally win. 

“You cannot fatten the pig on market 
day. 

“We should be making the bold statement 
that free markets provide employment, and 
they generate wealth which delivers taxes 
which deliver public services. 

“We have begun to control public spend¬ 
ing. We have begun to control the deficit. 
But we are still borrowing far too much and 
we are still taxing people far too much. 

“I would like every citizen to go into the 
voting booth knowing if they vote Con¬ 
servative they know they can be absolutely 
guaranteed they can trust the Tory party to 
reduce the tax burden.” 

Mr Paterson said he was planning to 
make several speeches at the upcoming 
Tory party conference. 

“The message is I am not going away,” 
he said. 

“I represent a clear strand of opinion 
in the Tory party and I intend to keep ex¬ 
pressing that in a constructive manner.” 

Mr Paterson has also criticised the Prime 
Minister’s handling of the Scottish inde¬ 
pendence referendum. 

He claimed Mr Cameron did not consult 
his cabinet about key details of the Scottish 
independence referendum. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said 
he was pleased Scottish voters had re¬ 
jected independence but added: “It actually 
means nothing for Wales, but it adds to 
my argument that the Welsh government 
should be responsible for their own finan¬ 
cial accountability. 

“It must be accountable for income tax. 
“That really is the only big change I 
think.” 


ENERGY firm bosses have dismissed fears 
raised by anti-fracking campaigners over 
plans for gas drilling at Dudleston Heath. 

Dart Energy has applied to operate an 
exploratory borehole for coal bed methane 
extraction. 

But, with hundreds of objections to the 
plans, along with petitions from campaign¬ 
ers Frack-Free Dudleston (FFD), the pro¬ 
posal has come under fire, with concerns 
raised about health and environmental 
safety. 

Dart Energy has dismissed the group’s 
claims, saying many of them are based on a 
“misunderstanding of the proposal”. 

A report from the firm said it was impor¬ 
tant that people were aware the company 
would not be fracking for shale gas and that 
it was to be used only for coal bed methane 
purposes. 

And in response to FFD’s questioning of 
the development’s benefits, it said: “This is 
a poorly disguised attempt to expand this 
planning application into a hypothetical 
development scenario and should be disre¬ 
garded.” 

With regards to the health of local resi¬ 
dents, Dart Energy said the application was 
only for mineral development where there 
“there are no unacceptable adverse impacts 
on human health”. 

But FFD has said some of the points are 
“inaccurate” and that the group would be 
looking into the report.

Businessman loses his 
shotgun licence appeal

A BUSINESSMAN faces losing his clay shooting business after his 
appeal against a police ruling to confiscate his shotgun certificate 
was dismissed. 

Andrew Pughe from Pandy, Glyn Ceiriog, was told there was “real concern” 
over whether he was a “fit and proper person” to hold a shotgun certificate in 
the wake of a drunken row with his partner. 

Mr Pughe had previously been warned that he would face losing his certificate if he came 
to the police’s attention again after being cautioned, for affray following a disturbance 

- m a pub three years ago while celebrating 

his grandmother’s 100th birthday, Mold 
Crown Court was told. 

Judge Peter Heywood ruled police had 
been right to confiscate Mr Pughe’s certif¬ 
icate on April 17 and dismissed the busi¬ 
nessman’s appeal against the decision. Mr 
Pughe was also ordered to pay £1,000 costs. 

The father-of-five had claimed he might 
be forced to sell his pony trekking, quad 
bike and clay pigeon shooting activity cen¬ 
tre which he runs from his home due to loss 
of business. 

Mr Simon Rogers, prosecuting, said in 
June 2011 Mr Pughe was given a 12-month 
community order at Shrewsbury Magis¬ 
trates’ Court after pleading guilty to affray 
when he, his brother and father had to be 
ejected from a pub after causing a distur¬ 
bance when they were refused drinks. 

On September 4 last year Mr Pughe was 
involved in a row at home with his partner. 
No charges were brought, but Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Simon Humphreys of North 
Wales Police told the court that as the sec¬ 
ond row had also involved alcohol he had 
deemed Mr Pughe to be a danger to the 
public and revoked his shotgun licence. 

Mr Duncan Bould, for Mr Pughe, said 
that police carried out no inquiries with 
him in relation to the business following 
the row earlier this year. 

“Your inquiries might have led to the 
conclusion that there was no issue aris¬ 
ing from the use of shotguns or any access 
members of the public had to them,” said 
Mr Bould. 

He said allegations of assault against Mr 
Pughe had never been proved. 

In evidence, Mr Pughe said he had been 
able to carry on the clay pigeon shoot with 
the help of a friend but he could not af¬ 
ford to pay someone to step in full or even 
part-time. Without a shotgun certificate he 
might have to sell up. 

However, Judge Heywood rejected his 
appeal. 


Parish war 
loss to be 
recognised 

A VILLAGE near Oswestry is to hold a me¬ 
morial event for the 31 residents it lost in 
World War One. 

Trefonen will hold a Lights Out event to 
pay tribute to the loss 100 years on. And a 
metal sculpture will also be unveiled, repre¬ 
senting the village’s role in the war effort. 

Chris Woods, one of the event’s organ¬ 
isers, said he hoped it would pay a fitting 
tribute to those from the village who died. 

He said: “The small parish of Trefonen 
was to lose 31 of its people, so Lights Out 
Trefonen is an opportunity for local people 
and visitors to reflect on how those trou¬ 
bled times changed the world forever.” 

He said at 7.15pm tomorrow (Friday) 
a commemoration event will take place 
which will begin from the war memorial in 
Trefonen. 

Mr Wood added: “It will include a lan¬ 
tern parade when 31 lanterns will be car¬ 
ried through the village to the old coal pit 
mound. 

“The ceremony will unveil a new memo¬ 
rial sculpture designed by local business¬ 
man Andrew Jones who runs the company 
Metalworld, based in Llynclys. 

“The metal cross will be entwined with 
31 enamelled poppies representing those 
who lost their lives.” 

An exhibition about the First World War 
will run in conjunction with the event at 
the village hall from 6pm. 


Postbox explosion sparks alert

AN Oswestry postbox was at the centre of a 
security alert - after it appeared to explode. 

Police sealed off the area around the box 
including a section of Offas’s Dyke foot¬ 
path, setting up roadblocks while investi¬ 
gations started into how the letterbox was 
destroyed. 

Officers believe the explosion was caused 
by a firework, and have spoken to witnesses 
who claim to have seen two vehicles in the 
area after the blast. 

The drama centred around the tradi¬ 
tional, pole mounted, red letter box at a 
junction on the top of Racecourse Common. 


People living in the scattered commu¬ 
nity reported the sound of an explosion just 
after 11pm on Thursday last week. 

All four roads from the crossroads were 
closed and the letterbox was sealed in plas¬ 
tic to await specialist forensic officers. 

Drivers who discovered the road closures 
faced long diversions on country lanes. 

Walkers on Racecourse Common were 
also turned back by police officers. 

Rhys Jones, spokesman for Royal Mail, 
would not comment on how the damage 
was caused to the postbox, but confirmed it 
would need to be repaired or replaced.

The Government plan to get 
tough on drivers who use their 
mobiles while at the wheel is 
long overdue. 

I’ve been on the road a lot in 
the last two weeks and have 
been shocked at the number 
of people who think it’s okay to 
chat or text away while on the 
move. 

Whether in town, on country 
roads, dual carriageway or even 
the Ml drivers seem to think 
there’s nothing wrong, yet they 
are already breaking the law. 

How many of us can honestly 
say there has never been an oc¬ 
casion when we have answered, 
or even made a call, when on the 
road? 

Not many I suggest. 

Hands free options are availa¬ 
ble and voice sensitive systems 
are clearly the way forward but 
until we are all equipped it’s only 
right that the law changes. 

Nothing less than a ban is a 
strong enough penalty for any¬ 
one who uses text while on the 
move. 

There is no excuse. 

Whilst texting you are not con¬ 
centrating on the road and the 
results of an accident can be 
catastrophic. 

Research from the RAC Re¬ 
port on Motoring indicated that, 
although 63 per cent of motorists 
“frequently” see others driving 
carelessly while using a mobile 
phone, only four per cent admit 
to regularly using hand-held mo¬ 
bile phones while driving. 

Well they aren’t telling the 
truth, are they? 

On the M6 last week I was 
attempting to overtake a huge 
articulated lorry which was wan¬ 
dering from lane to lane. 

When eventually I got along¬ 
side it was only to see the driver 
was happily texting away with 
both hands while resting his el¬ 
bows on the steering wheel. 

The thought of the repercus¬ 
sions of an accident involving 
such a vehicle are mind blowing. 

But a new law on its own is 
not enough. I’m right behind the 
RAC and their call for a high pro¬ 
file information campaign to get 
across the message that using 
a hand-held mobile behind the 
wheel is potentially lethal. 

A recent survey indicated that 
nine out of 10 motorists sup¬ 
port a ban on hand-held mobile 
phones - the problem is that a 
large percentage of them are still 
offending themselves. 

On the subject of phones 
I’m right behind a campaign 
launched by sister paper the 
Shropshire Star for improved 
mobile reception across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

It’s nothing short of a disgrace 
that the area resembles a Third 
World country when it comes to 
mobile signals - and it’s not just 
one service provider to blame.

Parents carrying on the 
long battle for Cheryl 


Des and Doreen James 
wanted answers when 
their soldier daughter 
died. SUE flUSHM reports 

CHERYL James was a teenager 
with everything in front of her - 
a promising Army career, loving 
parents and a zest for life. 

But in November 1995, the 
18-year-old was found dead at the 
Deepcut Army Barracks in Surrey 
with a gunshot wound to her head. 

Within weeks the Army had conducted 
its inquiries and an inquest had recorded 
an open verdict on her death. 

Her devastated parents Des and Do¬ 
reen James were left wondering how the 
sudden death of someone so young could 
be dealt with so quickly. 

After discovering that three other 
young soldiers had died at the barracks 
they have campaigned tirelessly for an¬ 
swers. 

They kept up their efforts even after 
a Surrey Police investigation in 2002, 
launched following pressure from the 
families who rejected suggestions their 
children had committed suicide, found 
no evidence of third-party involvement. 

Disappointed 

The couple, from Llanymynech, have 
now learned their latest appeal has been 
successful and that their daughter’s 
death will be looked at by Recorder of 
London Brian Barker QC - the most sen¬ 
ior judge at the Old Bailey. 

A new inquest will be heard in the fu¬ 
ture, the campaigning couple have been 
told. 

But despite the latest breakthrough, 
the couple said they were disappointed 
the hearing would be taking place in 
Surrey and said they would not accept 
Surrey Police as the force which supports

the inquest following its handling of the 
investigation 12 years ago. 

After their daughter’s death, the cou¬ 
ple discovered that Private Sean Ben¬ 
ton, 20, from Hastings,was found dead 
with gunshot wounds at the barracks in 
June 1995, just months before Cheryl 
died. 

Then in September 2001, 17-year-old 
Geoff Gray, from County Durham, was 
found with two gunshot wounds to his 
head, and six months later, James Col- 
linson, also 17, was found dead with a 
single gunshot wound to his head. 

Mr and Mrs James have since called 
for answers to endless questions about 
their daughter’s death and the deaths 
of the three other young recruits at 
Deepcut. 

A Surrey Police investigation was 
launched into the deaths in 2002, fol¬ 
lowing pressure from the families who 


rejected suggestions their children had 
committed suicide and called for a pub¬ 
lic inquiry. 

But to the disappointment of the 
families the investigation concluded 
that there was no evidence of third- 
party involvement. 

Still Mr and Mrs James would not 
give up in their search for the truth 
about their daughter’s death and they 
applied for a fresh investigation earlier 
this year with the consent of the At¬ 
torney General after using the Human 
Rights Act to secure access to docu¬ 
ments held by the authorities about the 
teenager’s death. 

The application was a success with 
Mr Justice Mitting and Judge Peter 
Thornton QC both agreeing that there 
was an insufficiency of inquiry at the 
1995 inquest and quashed its open ver¬ 
dict. 


Mr James said: “We had long hoped 
that a High Court judge would be ap¬ 
pointed so we are pleased although 
somewhat surprised to learn that His 
Honour Judge Brian Barker QC had 
been chosen. 

“Judge Barker is not only a High 
Court judge but as of February 2013 
also holds the position as the Recorder 
of London.” 

The Recorder of London is the most 
senior Circuit Judge in the UK and leads 
the judicial team at the Old Bailey. He 
tries work at High Court level and sits in 
the Court of Appeal Criminal Division. 

“We are particularly pleased that he 
is a criminal specialist,” Mr James said. 

The family said they are indebted to 
Liberty, the organisation for justice, 
which has helped with the legal appli¬ 
cations. 

Experienced 

Emma Norton, solicitor for Liberty, 
said: “This is a very encouraging devel¬ 
opment and one that Cheryl’s family, 
and we at Liberty, wholeheartedly wel¬ 
come. 

“The decision to appoint such an ex¬ 
perienced, reputable criminal judge to 
head up this inquiry recognises how 
important it is finally to get this right. 
Under his oversight, Cheryl’s loved ones 
really do hope they will get the rigorous, 
fearless investigation they’ve been wait¬ 
ing for all these years. 

“Cheryl’s family refused to let her 
death be swept under the carpet but 
they’ve had to fight at every stage for 
answers.” 

Mr and Mrs James said they hope now 
that there can be some good come out of 
the tragedy. 

They said: “When young people die 
in violent circumstances, a rigorous and 
transparent investigation should be au¬ 
tomatic. 

“Something went dreadfully wrong at 
Deepcut yet until now no-one has both¬ 
ered to look at how and why our daugh¬ 
ter died.”

AFTER the most exciting, en¬ 
gaging election campaign I can 
ever remember, the people of 
Scotland decided by a more 
comfortable margin than expect¬ 
ed their nation should remain 
part of the United Kingdom. 

I was relieved and pleased in 
equal measure. Now we have to 
consider where we go from here. 

The leaders of the three main 
Westminster parties decided 
there should be a last minute 
‘Promise’ to the Scottish voters. 

This promise must now be 
delivered.But it does raise other 
difficult issues that must be con¬ 
fronted as well. 

The most pressing issue is the 
‘English Question’.The Scottish 
referendum has awoken the Eng¬ 
lish giant that has slept through 
the devolution process so far. 

The scale of powers transfer to 
Scotland is such that there can 
no longer be a case for Scottish 
MPs to be involved in laws de¬ 
cided at Westminster that apply 
only to England in future - popu¬ 
larly described as ‘English Votes 
for English Laws’. 

It makes sense to me that 
transfer of powers to Scotland 
and these new voting arrange¬ 
ments at Westminster should go 
ahead ‘in tandem’. 

These changes have two 
major concerns impacting on 
Wales. 

Firstly there is the money, 
which has been distributed by 
the Treasury to the nations of 
the UK for 30 years by what is 
known as the Barnett Formula. 

Over decades this formula has 
hugely favoured Scotland, and 
disadvantaged Wales, leaving 
us underfunded by as much as 
£300m. 

The ‘Promise’ to Scotland 
freezes this position into the fu¬ 
ture. It is only fair that we find 
some way to compensate for 
this ‘Barnett deficit’. The second 
major concern is that applying 
‘English Votes for English Laws’ 
could unfairly affect Wales. 

For example, it would be unac¬ 
ceptable if the MP for Montgom¬ 
eryshire were to be banned from 
debating and voting on NHS 
changes in Shropshire, where 
most of us travel to receive our 
healthcare services. 

Over the next six months we 
face very important decisions 
about how this United Kingdom 
is to be governed. _

Unfortunately this means they will see less of my kids, their grandchildren who they 
dote on. My ex says I am not allowed to take them to France to see my parents. She has the kids’ passports. Can she really stop me from taking them? What can I do? 
A: Many separated parents have difficulty agreeing arrangements for their children, not just when they will see each parent but also extended family members. 
In your case you have the added difficulty of having to take the children abroad to see their grandparents. 

The government has for many years been trying to guide people away from Court and towards family mediation in cases such as this, as the family court system is 
overstretched due to the number of cases it has. 

I do believe that family mediation is a wonderful alternative to litigation when it works and the government are right in this regard. However, mediation is a voluntary 
process and has to be entered into openly. If mediation breaks down or one party does not wish to do it then an application to the family Court is the only way to 
resolve such issues. In this case you would need to apply to the Court for a child arrangements order allowing you to take the children to France to see your parents. 
The Court could also Order your ex to provide you with the children’s passports by a certain date. 

Court proceedings can be effective in restoring and/or increasing contact between children and their estranged family but do not appear to improve parental 
relationships and their capacity to parent successfully after separation.

THOUSANDS of train jour¬ 
neys on the rail line which 
serves Gobowen and Welsh¬ 
pool stations were cancelled 
last year, new figures have 
revealed. 

Frustrated rail passen¬ 
gers in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales were among those 
who suffered as more than 
200,000 trains were can¬ 
celled nationally last year, 
the statistics show. 

Arriva, which runs trains 
on the Shrewsbury to Ches¬ 
ter rail line, Shrewsbury to 
the west coast of Wales via 
Welshpool and Newtown 
and Shrewsbury to Cardiff 
via Church Stretton and 
Ludlow, cancelled 8,447 
train journeys. 

Over the past 12 months 
Arriva Trains Wales suf¬ 
fered from the storms that 
hit the Welsh coast in the 
spring. 

The rail line was ripped 
apart by the high seas at 
Towyn in Mid Wales leading 
to months of replacement 
buses for those travelling 
along the coastal route. 

The new figures were 
put together by the TSSA 
union. 

The union analysed fig¬ 
ures which were supplied to 
Network Rail by the train 
operators. 

Commuters in London 
and the South-East were the 
worst hit with nearly 90,000 
trains failing to arrive.

Due to the treatment and 
operation, she has no feeling 
in the humerus but can still 
move her arm, hand and 
fingers.

Training for a riot 


A FIELD near Oswestry was the site 
of a pitched battle between hundreds 
of men. 

But fortunately the battle was merely ex¬ 
treme training at Nesscliffe Training Camp 
to prepare more than 260 members of the 
Mercian Regiment for a new peace-keeping 
role. 

The regiment has been on exercise completing 
training prior to gaining their blue UN peace¬ 
keeping berets and deployment to Cyprus. 

It will be the first time the regular battalion 2 
Mercian, which is sending 213 full-time soldiers,

and reserve unit 4 Mercian, based in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which is sending 62 reservists, have 
been deployed on an operation together. 

Between the battalions, the youngest soldier is 
just 18 while the oldest is 53. 

All will be spending six months in sector two of 
the Mediterranean island, where the UN has had 
a presence for almost 50 years. 

The island has three sector, one controlled by 
the Argentinians, the second by the UK and the 
third by countries from Eastern Europe. 

Commanding the regiment is Lieutenant Colo¬ 


nel Shove Gilby. He said: “We will have the role 
of maintaining the peace, the status quo in Nico¬ 
sia, where we will be based and will be patrolling 
the Buffer Zone.” 

And this is where the training riot at Ness¬ 
cliffe comes in. Complete with observation posts, 
burnt out cars and Cypriot street names, it pro¬ 
vides the perfect training area for troops. 

Lt Col Gilby said: “Nesscliffe is a unique camp. 

“It is a closed environment so we have been 
able to recreate parts of Nicosia and keep them 
in situ for the duration of the training. 

“It is a one stop shop and perfect for our 
needs.”

A 182-year-old chapel looks set to be turned into a home after being 
put up for sale at auction. 

Carneddau Presbyterian Chapel, in Old Post Office Lane, Trefonen near 
Oswestry, remains as it was when it closed its doors to parishioners for the last 
time. 

Following its closure as a place of worship, it is now set to be sold at an auction which 
was due to take place at Welshpool today (Thursday) with auctioneers saying the build-

a home. 

The chapel was built in 1832 to service 
the expanding working population of the 
18th and 19th centuries. 

Auctioneers say until recently the chapel 
held weekly Sunday afternoon services in 
Welsh. 

Inside, the building still has a vestry and 
chapel room, but the former chapel is being 
marketed as a potential conversion project. 

“Carneddau Chapel was a working chapel 
up until recently and it retains its original 
character, but it has the potential to be con¬ 
verted into a home, subject to planning per¬ 
mission,” said Andrew Turner, partner at 
Morris Marshall and Poole. 

“It retains its original character with its 
porch, inner lobby and vestry, as well as the 
main chapel room.” 

The chapel, with a guide price of £30,000, 
is among 17 lots being sold at the autumn 
property auction.

in report 

LOCAL authorities in 
Shropshire, Mid Wales and 
Telford & Wrekin have 
spent a combined total of 
more than £35,000 on for¬ 
eign travel for officers and 
councillors in the last three 
years, figures have revealed. 

Less than a quarter of 
that amount across the 
three councils has been met 
by the taxpayer, with EU 
funding and lottery grants 
largely used to foot the bill. 

The figuresshow Shrop¬ 
shire Council has spent 
£19,155 since 2011, of which 
£4,086 was directly funded 
by the taxpayer. 

Keith Barrow, leader of 
Shropshire Council, said the 
authority only spent money 
on foreign travel in “excep¬ 
tional circumstances” and 
when there was a very good 
case for doing so. 

He added: “The report 
shows that our only spend 
on foreign travel in the past 
three years has been to ena¬ 
ble social workers to travel 
abroad as an essential part 
of their work. 

“Any other trips made by 
staff and councillors have 
been externally funded, and 
all have been carried out as 
an important part of their 
work for, or on behalf of, the 
council.” 

Powys County Council 
forked out £15,881, with 
£3,970 taxpayer funded, the 
figures show.

Warning 
over new 
rules for 
landlords 

AN estate agent has warned 
that many domestic land¬ 
lords in the region are una¬ 
ware of the implications of a 
new Housing Bill passed by 
the National Assembly for 
Wales. 

Part of the Housing 
(Wales) Bill will make it 
mandatory for landlords 
throughout Wales to reg¬ 
ister themselves and their 
properties as part of a reg¬ 
istration system aimed at 
making the sector more ac¬ 
countable. 

“Many domestic land¬ 
lords in Mid Wales are not 
aware of the implications 
of the Bill which is likely to 
become law in April 2015,” 
said Andrew Turner, part¬ 
ner at estate agents and auc¬ 
tioneers, Morris, Marshall 
and Poole, which has offices 
throughout Mid Wales and 
Shropshire. 

Part of the Bill means 
all domestic landlords and 
agents will have to be reg¬ 
istered along with their do¬ 
mestic rented properties. If 
they don’t they could face 
fines.” 

The Housing (Wales) Bill 
was introduced in Novem¬ 
ber last year and was scruti¬ 
nised by Assembly Members 
earlier in July before being 
passed. 

It is likely to receive Royal 
Assent sometime after Au¬ 
gust, becoming law early in 
2015.

Flocks of colourful finches 
brigh ten au tumn skies 

I AM often aske^what my fa- I ■ 


AM often asked what my fa¬ 
vourite animal is. The reply al¬ 
ways seems to be a bit of a dis¬ 
appointment to the asker. 

I don’t really have a favourite but 
instead revel in the wonder of the nat¬ 
ural world whether that’s profusion of 
life, intricate evolved forms or unex¬ 
pected animal behaviour. 

Profusion is something not seen so much 
in this country unless one perhaps visits an 
estuarine feeding frenzy of migrant waders 
(not so easy to do in Shropshire) or peers 
into the depths of a lake brimming with fish 
fry or curious tadpoles in late spring. Sadly 
the really noticeable profusion of species 
goes hand in hand with the undisturbed 
health of a natural ecosystem; something 
hard to come by in Britain these days. 

But we can, as summer gives way to au¬ 
tumn, enjoy, if not a profusion, then at least 
a slight abundance of some species. The 
twittering of birdsong is a good example. 
Such a sound may make you look up to the 
skies and catch the last of the swallows and 
house martins circulating above, or perhaps 
it might be the slightly more melodious 
tweets of the finches. 

At about this time of year finches be¬ 
come something a little different. We are 
perhaps used to the odd chaffinch or bull¬ 
finch visiting the seed feeder, but rarely do 
we encounter them in vast flocks. Not so 
in autumn, for it is now that food starts to 
become just that slightly more difficult a 
commodity to come by and with that chal¬ 
lenge comes the prudence to flock together. 
Gatherings of greenfinches, goldfinches, 
chaffinches and blue tits all help each other

look out for food. Indeed with the inclusion 
of the greenfinches and goldfinches, the 
flashes of yellow and the social cheeping 
is one of my ‘favourite’ sights in the coun¬ 
tryside at this time of the year, heading 
into winter. Greenfinches in particular are 
always a pleasing spectacle. Their popula¬ 
tions declined during the late 1970s and 
early 1980s, but increased dramatically 
during the 1990s. Unfortunately they are 
on the decline again now and this has been 
linked to an outbreak of trichomonosis, a 
parasite-induced disease which prevents 
the birds from feeding properly. Cleaning 
bird feeders regularly will help fight this. 

Another reason that we may see more 
finches in the autumn and winter months 
is that their cousins arrive from the conti¬ 
nent. Our ‘balmy’ winters are well worth 
the trek from the European interior and 
so many of the flocks that may be glimpsed 
in coming weeks will contain both British 
Salopian birds and others from different 
countries. 

The greenfinch is particularly noticea¬ 
ble. It is the largest of the common garden 
finches with a monstrous bill and although 
its winter plumage is greyer than that of 
the summer, the green and yellow is still 
very obvious in the male birds.

National study's 
praise for work 
of policing chief 

THE office of Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er Christopher Salmon has been praised for it work by a 
national study. 

Mr Salmon’s office has been highly commended in a na¬ 
tional study of innovation. 

His office was the only Welsh one to be shortlisted for 
honours in the review of Police and Crime Commissioner 
teams across England and Wales. 

The scheme was run by independent analyst CoPaCC. 

The award is not the first time the office’s work has been 
recognised for its work. 

The Dyfed-Powys success comes six months after an 
award for public engagement and 10 months after an hon¬ 
our for transparency. 

Mr Salmon said: “Innovation is being used to put the 
public first across Dyfed-Powys. 

“My office puts much effort into this and is eager to con¬ 
tinue looking at improvements to reflect evolving public 
needs.” 

Bernard Rix, chief executive of CoPaCC, paid tribute to 
the work of the commisioner’s office. 

He said: “Dyfed-Powys is among those most successfully 
demonstrating significant progress on the innovation jour¬ 
ney.” 

Innovations by Mr Salmon include the Commissioner’s 
Fund, new links with academia and a mental health triage 
unit. 

Launched in summer 2013, the Commissioner’s Fund 
offers grants of up to £5,000 to community initiatives that 
develop ideas with a positive impact on the area they serve. 

Its first two rounds, in summer 2013 and spring 2014, 
saw £161,000 distributed to 46 projects. 

Round three is now open for bids. 

An example of the office’s move to linking up with ac¬ 
ademics is the new Centre for Rural Policing and Justice. 

Mr Salmon said: “This combines the best of practice in 
rural policing which is done every day in Dyfed-Powys and 
the best thinking about rural policing which is done every 
day in our universities. 

“Get it right and we’ll be able to support police decisions 
better, widen academic evidence behind policing and give 
opportunities to staff on both sides to improve their skills.”

THE police force which 
serves Oswestry says exces¬ 
sive drinking accounts for 
more than a third of all vi¬ 
olent crime. 

The figures from the West 
Mercia Police force show 
that in Shropshire 811 of a 
total of 2,031 violent crimes 
have involved drink. 

The figures cover offences 
from April last year to 
March. 

There has been an 11 per 
cent fall in the level of vio¬ 
lent crime in the West Mer¬ 
cia Police area in the last 
two years, bosses added. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Gareth Morgan said: “There 
were 1,300 fewer recorded 
violent crimes in the West 
Mercia area last year com¬ 
pared to two years before. 

“We’ve done a lot of work 
to address this issue and it is 
clear we are having success. 

“However, we are still 
spending too much of our 
time dealing with alcohol 
related violent crime, both 
in people’s homes and in 
public. 

“This is time we could 
better spend preventing 
crime, catching criminals 
and protecting people from 
harm. The majority of peo¬ 
ple in the West Mercia area 
can have a good time with¬ 
out wanting to cause harm 
to others.”

EVEN amid the terrors and 
horrors of the battlefields of 
the Great War the men still 
found humour, and there will 
have been one Welshpool sol¬ 
dier who will surely have found 
more humour than most of his 
colleagues. 

He was Theo Moss, who on his en¬ 
listment into the Army in 1915 gave 
his profession to military bosses as 
“comedian”. 

Theo, who had adopted the stage name 
of Theo Leslie early on, never made the 
big time. 

And so it will be surprising if any¬ 
body in Welshpool today has ever heard 
of him, although in later life he was to 
rub shoulders with future stars like Rex 
Harrison, the acclaimed theatre actor 
who also went onto to worldwide fame 
after appearing in movies such as My 
Fair Lady. 

But Theo’s grandson Robin Stewart 
has got in touch with us to tell his story 
in this centenary year of the outbreak of 
the Great War. 

“He was a bit of a character,” says 
Robin. 

“Genealogist Claire Jordan of Poppy 
Research did the hard work and gath¬ 
ered together the details of Theo’s ser¬ 
vice,” 

Robin says credit for the fascinating 
research into his grandfather’s life goes 
to Claire from the www.poppyresearch. 
co.uk project, although Robin has added 
some family snippets to give a wider 
picture of the life and times of his thea¬ 
tre-loving grandfather. 

He said: “I have a lot of his pro¬ 
grammes and playbills, which one day 
I aim to give to the Victoria and Albert 


Museum now that the Theatre Museum 
in the capital has closed.” 

Theo Moss was born in 1882 above a 
chemist’s shop in Berriew Street, Welsh¬ 
pool. 

After school, he took on a variety of 
everyday jobs. 

But he always longed to be a “theat¬ 
rical”. 

Long before it was common practice, 
Theo Moss changed his surname to Les¬ 
lie. 

This was done in readiness for his 
new profession on the boards at theatre 
around the country. 

Theo Leslie’s earliest surviving play¬ 
bill shows him appearing way down the 
cast list in Rightful Heir at the Corn 


Exchange, Chatteris, Cambridgeshire in 
1909. 

Robin said: “Whether or not this was 
the breakthrough into his chosen career 
isn’t known. 

“There are many recurring themes to 
his life. “ 

“It’s a fact he moved around the coun¬ 
try a lot, either because of work or to 
avoid those, shall we say, keen to get in 
touch with him,” said Robin. 

“One of his flyers proclaimed: ‘Man¬ 
agers, agents and artists say he (Theo) is 
the second George Lash wood’. 

“There’s a clip of good old George 
singing In The Twi-Twi-Twilight on 
YouTube and it gives a good idea of the 
style of the day and feel for the period.” 


On the outbreak of the Great War in 
1914 Theo was living in Golders Green, 
London. 

He enlisted into the military on No¬ 
vember 19, 1915. 

Robin says: “Technically, this made 
him a volunteer, although it’s a hazy pe¬ 
riod of enlistment. 

“Theo gave ‘comedian’ as his profes¬ 
sion.” 

“You can only imagine the recruiting 
sergeant’s scowl”, his grandson joked 

“After somehow convincing his su¬ 
perior officers, Theo made one of his 
last performances for some time at the 
Whitehall Theatre, East Grinstead, in 
July 1916. 

“No doubt the audience enjoyed Spe¬ 


cial Soldier Nights with artistes from 
the RFA Brigade, Forest Row, including 
‘Theo Leslie, comedian, late of the lead¬ 
ing London music halls’ and ‘Gunner 
Snelling at the piano’. 

“Theo probably only got away with 
it because the show was seen as a mo- 
rale-boost for the men. 

“He was very persuasive and could 
convince anyone black was white and 
then ask for five bob to prove it! 

“But the end of those heady days was 
nigh.” 

And in true dramatic fashion, we shall 
end for the moment on this cliffhanger.

Tough Panda does the job

Is the regular Panda 4x4 not rug¬ 
ged enough for you? If so, Fiat 
has developed a tough-looking 
mini go-anywhere SUV. 

Taking a leaf out of the books used 
by the big boys in developing beefy 
4x4s, Fiat has produced a rough, 
tough version of its supermini-sized 
Panda. And while all-wheel drive is al¬ 
ready an option, chunky bodystyling 
and an obvious focus on the great 
outdoors marks the Panda Cross out 
as a niche vehicle in an already small 
market. 

That said, there’s no denying that Fiat’s 
baby 4x4 doesn’t look the part. The micro 
SUV boasts all the right kit - bash plates, 
rugged plastic trim, a lofty stance, Tonka 
toy styling - but is also capable of talking 
the talk thanks to an intelligent, switchable 
4x4 drive system. 

Try to resist jokes comparing Fiat’s Pan¬ 
da Cross to something that’s fallen out of 
a cereal box; the diminutive 4x4 has been 
styled to appeal to the new generation of 
urban warriors keen to mix the rigours of 
city life with aspirations of rural walking hol¬ 
idays and countryside getaways. 

And in this context, the Panda’s beefy 
steroid-enhanced appearance makes 
sense. 

Ground clearance isn’t a whole lot more 
than the regular Panda 4x4 variant, but 
thanks to the inclusion of those chunky 
tyres, shiny bash plates, plastic rubbing 
strips and exposed towing eyes, the Cross 
looks like it could tackle almost anything. 


And it’s a far cry from the famous angular 
first generation Panda 4x4 you can still find 
parked halfway up a Swiss mountain ski 
resort. 

What’s not to like about being able to 
scramble up hills, splash through streams 
and plug mud all day long? In the Panda 
Cross you can do all of this and more, 
thanks to the generous inclusion of all-sea- 
son tyres and the ability to switch the trans¬ 
mission from city friendly two-wheel drive 
to a locked up mode for slow speed ma¬ 
noeuvres. 

And when you’re not boldly going where 
no Panda has gone before, the car’s cab¬ 
in offers enough room for a small family, 
while everything inside is familiar Panda 
territory - the controls, audio unit, decent 
levels of oddment storage. 

Torque 

Popularity-wise it’s likely to be the petrol 
option that secures the most buyers. This 
means a 0.9-litre TwinAir motor producing 
90 horsepower. 

And while the diesel, a 1.3-litre 80 horse¬ 
power unit, produces more torque, the 
TwinAir gains a tweaked six-speed manual 
gearbox complete with a low ‘crawler’ first 
gear. 

The result is brisk performance on the 
flat, with the gutsy TwinAir motor proving 
willing and flexible when pushed hard. The 
extra ground clearance and body protec¬ 
tion do a good job of keeping you moving 
when on the rough stuff. 

Unless the terrain is seriously tough, 
leaving the transmission in‘auto’ works 
surprisingly well for most slippery condi¬ 
tions, although ‘off road’ mode adds con¬ 
siderable peace of mind as it forces the

system to stay in all-wheel drive mode so 
long as you stay below 30mph. And while 
this might sound like overkill for city mo¬ 
toring, the Panda’s lofty driving position, 
slick controls, light steering and small size 
all help make light work of the battling 
through the urban jungle. 

If you just want a competent city car then 
the Panda Cross is going to be a little OTT, 
but if you want to make a statement and 


drive a car that’s capable of squeezing into 
city centre parking spaces during the week 
and hitting the trail at the weekend, the 
Cross is hard to beat. 

It’s not alone in this market, but it comes 
well equipped, its maker boasts a solid 
reputation for delivering such cars and it 
looks like a Tonka toy. That last attribute 
alone has got to be worth the asking price, 
surely?

Its good looks, light and agile na¬ 
ture but above all its impressive fuel 
economy mean it’s much appreciated 
by commuters, too. At £2,699 it costs 
less than some top of the line mountain 
bikes, and with its economy and low in¬ 
surance rates if you wanted something 
cheaper to run you’d probably need to 
pedal it. 

The CB125 is powered by an air¬ 
cooled, single cylinder, four stroke 
motor with a little over 11 bhp on tap, 
around average for this class of bike. It 
features a small tinted windscreen and 
sporty-looking half cowl which serve 
an aerodynamic role, as well as de¬ 
flecting some of the wind blast at high¬ 
er speeds. There’s a trendy, colour¬ 
ed-coded belly pan, too. 

The seat height is relatively low, with 
raised bars to give most a comfortable, 
upright position, yet the bike is also tall 
enough that even taller riders find their 
legs are in a natural, relaxed position. 

Work it up through the five gears and

the 125 sprints up to around 40mph in 
spritely fashion which makes it easy to 
go with the flow in town traffic, and on 
a dual carriageway the test bike topped 
out at an indicated 60mph so you don’t 
have to feel intimidated by impatient 
four wheelers of various kinds. 

At higher speeds the little engine, 
of necessity, runs at high revs (in the 
7,000 to 8,000rpm bracket) but this is 
Honda engineering and no-one has 
more experience in this field, so the 
lack of vibration and relatively low noise 
levels are very welcome. In fact on the 
open road the wind noise in my helmet 
was more of an issue - ear plugs tem¬ 
porarily abandoned for the test run. 

Economy 

Computer-controlled fuel injection 
means easy starting (there’s an electric 
starter motor) and aids economy, al¬ 
though naturally reaching that claimed 
160mpg maximum will largely depend 
on how you ride it. But with a 13 litre 
tank, though, the petrol station is one 
place you won’t have to visit too often. 

The CBF’s seat allows plenty of room 
for a pillion passenger, but like any 125 
this would, of course, impact on the 
performance. 

The little bike has credible, big bike 
good looks but is tuned for frugal use 
of fuel more than sporty performance. 
What is clear is that Honda’s engi¬ 
neers didn’t cut any corners in basing 
the 125 on a very competent chassis 
which would, I’m sure, easily handle a 
lot more power. 


Stiff and very light, it gives the ma¬ 
chine a particularly nimble feel, so well 
balanced that even at low speeds it 
feels no heavier than a pushbike and 
needs negligible physical effort. 

It’s just the sort of bike to inspire 
confidence in novice riders and for the 
more experienced to nip through crawl¬ 
ing traffic. 

The telescopic front forks and pair of 
sprung dampers at the rear provide a 
comfortable ride and, in combination 
with the 17-inch wheels, accurate steer¬ 
ing even over some of our well patched 
town roads. 

The brakes consist of a single 
240mm disc at the front and a drum at 
the rear, plenty to provide competent 
stopping on a bike weighing in at just 
128kgs. 

The compact instrument panel in¬ 
cludes a speedo, rev counter and fuel 
gauge, with the usual array of warning 
lights. 

On the custom accessories list 
there’s a larger screen, plus two top 
boxes - the larger one of 35 litres big 
enough not only for a helmet but also 
for your working clothes if you’re com¬ 
muting, or to bring home the bacon 
and so on if you’re off to the shops and 
don’t want the trouble of finding a park¬ 
ing space for the car. 

A 125 won’t be every biker’s cup of 
tea, but what the CBF lacks in power it 
makes up for in its lightness and agility. 

While it has an obvious appeal to 
newcomers to two wheels, its good 
looks and good manners combined 
with low running costs will make it a 
useful alternative to consider for those 
fed up with stop-start driving on the 
crawl to work.
